UNCLE SAM’S BIG COURT. . 


It Proceeds to Business Without Wait- 
ing for the President’s Return. , 

Washington, October i14.—At the meeting 
of the bar of the supreme court of the 
United States today to take action on the 
death of the late Associate Justice Jack- 
son, Mr. Secretary Olney presided and 
Mr. J. H. McKenney acted asy secretary. 
| On motion by Mr. J. M. Dickinson the fol- 
lowing men were named as a committee to 
draft an appropriate memorial: J. M. Dick- 
inson, S. P. Walker: B. F. Ayres, Henry 
M. Duffield, A. H. Garland, T. B. Turley, 
Tennessee; Samuel Shallabarger, W. A. 
Murray, Thomas Nilson and W. A. Sud- 
deth, of Kentucky. The committee will re- 
port at an adjourned meeting of the bar 
to be called by the chairman. 

The supreme court convened today for 
the October term, 1895. All the surviving 
justices were present. 

President Cleveland being still absent 
from the city, the ceremony of calling up- 
on him on the day of meeting had to be 
omitted for the second’ time during his 
presidential tenure. When the justices had 
taken their seats, Chief Justice Fuller said: 

“The court reassembles again saddened 
by a vacant chair. Mr. Justice Jackson 
died at Nashville, Tenn., on the 8th of 
August last. This was followed by the 
departure of Mr. Justice Strong on the 
19th day of the same month, who during 
his retirement had maintained his com- 
panionship with the members of the bench 
he had adorned.

The deputies may find a way 
out of the dilemma tomorrow by adopting 
both resolutions, which will mean two re- 
ports for the conference of 1898 and will 
put off a final vote to the triennial of 1901. 

The only important feature of The morn- 
ing session was the effort to reintroduce 
the titles of ‘“‘primate’’ or ‘“‘presiding bish- 
op” into the constitution. The house was 
as firm on this point, however, as it was 
a week ago and reaffirmed the designation 
“presiding officer of the house of bishops.’’ 

Another effort to give the delegates from 
missionary jurisdictions the right to vote 
was also defeated, although the clayse as 
finally passed confers upon them all other 
rights and privileges enjoyed by regular 
delegates. 

Just before adjourning this afternoon 
the bishops agreed to erect a new mission- 
ary jurisdiction in northern Minnesota to 
be presided over by a “bishop of Bulutlhes’ 

When the house reassembled this after- 
noon Rev. J. T. Smith, of the Presbyterian 
committee on church unity, was invited to 
a seat on the platform beside President 
Morgan Dix.

Hiancock, who received the democratic 
nomination for president of the United 
States In 1880. For three years Governor 
Merriam served as treasurer of the board 
of education of St. Paul, and has been the 
president of the Minnesota Agricultural 
Association. His public benefactions have 
been numerous and his career has. been 
that of a statesman and a financier.

He argued that the export bounty on the 
staples of agriculture will increase the 
price not alone of the portion exported, but 
of the much greater quantity consumed at 
uome, because the export price always 
uetermines the home price. 

Further he said the enhancement on ag- 
ricultural staples by an export bounty 
would equalize tne enhancement to manu- 
lactures by a tariff on imports. 

“This, or free trade would establish equi- 
ty in our protective system,” he concluded. 

Miss Bessie» L. Stapleton, of Alabama, 
was then introduced and read a well writ- 
ten paper on the “Eve and the New Adam,”

Longstreet was not at home to newspaper 
men, committees or individual friends. He 
Came to Washington, in fact, to escape 
from the attentions showered upon him in 
Philadelphia. As every one Knows, he has 
for the past eight years been engaged in 
** writing his memoirs, and as is not gener- 
ally known, the work is finished, and the 
publishing house sent for him to revise 
the proofs. Next to his family and thé 
famous old white horse, that book is nearer 
and dearer to the warrior’s heart than any- 
thing he ever possessed during life, and in 
‘his joy at its finally being in type, he wrote 
to a friend in Philadelphia that he was 
going there. When he arrived a committee 
met him at the depot, escorted him to the 
hotel, and for the next two weeks he was 
not allowed a moment's time in which to 


Know how to refuse or ignore the atten- 
tions of his friends, and the only remedy 
was in flight, so he came to the house of 
his sons in Washington, not letting any one 
know his destination. 

Welcome in Washington. 

There he succeeded in remaining secret- 
ed long enough to revise the proofs and re- 
turn them to the publishers. his im- 
portant task completed, he went home to 
his cottage on his little farm, two miles 
from Gainesville, although-his sons and 
friends would very gladly have welcomed 
his stay in this city during the winter. 

* But the general's love for his cottage is in- 
tense, even though it must now be: very 
lonely, his daughter, whose devotion to her’ 
father has been most marked, and who has’ 
been his constant companion at home and 
abroad, now being married and boarding in 
the town of Gainesville, while his four 
sons have all.found homes in distant cities, 
leaving the old man all alone, his wife 
having died some time since.

A Good Shot Still. 


For some time past General Longstreet

clear. Talking with his son, Lee, yester- 


day; a Star reporter heard an interesting 
incident of General Longstreet’s clearness 
of vision. 

“There was a hawk on the farm that was 
killing the little chickens,” he said, ‘‘and 
father Was greatly attached to the chick- 
ens. The hawk settled upon a dead pine 
tree, too high for me to shoot him. Fa- 
ther wanted me to get the rifle and kill 
the bird, but I told him it was useless to 
try until it came lower than it was then.

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Politics and Insanity.: 
Dr. Forbes Winslow in The New York Her- 
ald. 

The instinct ‘of imitation is often a key to 

@ man's most triumphant efforts for good 
_or evil. Sympathy lays bare his weakest 
and most vulnerable side. Political ex- 
citement ¢0rivulses the mind through the 
senses and in a marvelous way affects the 
nervous system, the medium of its will and 
of its feelings. The world is full of exain- 
ples of this afflicting and continuous tur- 
moil, and men being thus .epidemically af- 
fected will, just as a hunted flock of sheep, 
follow their leader and rush over the preci- 
pice. Sympathy and imitation appear to be 
a subtle poison that conveys the infection 
of epidemic influence from one person to 
another, and those who are of nervous and 
highly strung dispositiong and of an excit- 
able tempcrament are most subject to the 
pernicious tnfluence. As an example of 
this, take laughter, sneezing, coughing, 
sadness or jocularity. The emotion ot 
laughter, for instance, passes through large 
concourses of our community, the person 
so influenced often being ign@rant of the 
causes, a8 may be observed in large crowds. 
or mobs. The most trifling incident will 
turn the tide one way or another; hence the 
fickleness of the multitude, who are easily 
swayed or turned to good or evil. This va- 
riety of mental and emotional contagion is 
of historical as well as psychological impor- 
tance. When a political catastrophe has 
occasioned the ruin of a great nation, or of 
some of its community, the desolation does 
not end there. The*pernicious influence is 
felt at.a much greater distancé,” History 
reveals the result of epidemic inft@ence on 
the mind on many occasions. There was 
the dancing mania, in 1374, which ran 
through Germany, and later on; in the -fif- 
teenth and sixteenth centuries. we read of 
the epidemic of magic intercourse with the 
devil—the so-called demonomania of sor- 
cerers and witches. One strong mind leads 
weaker ones to follow in the same groove, 
to believe in the same dictum. We read of 
“vampirism” during the eighteenth centu- 
ry—a popular belief that the souls of the 
enemies deceased would revisit the earth 


and destroy their flocks of cattle and sheep. 
Many believed that these horrible specters 
strangled them and sucked their blood. The 
names of those be.lteving in this epidemic 
‘mania were legion. , 

Passing over these numerous instances of 
epidemic disorder, and those caused by re- 
ligious excitement, about which volumes 
could be written, we pass on by degrees to 
the epidemic influence of political squab- 
bles and differences. With regard to this 
I think that there is h@ Period of history 
in which the force of imitation has exerted 
its influence more than at the present time, 
It is an easy thing to drive men into a 
state of frenzy from this sort of excitement 
and thus to keep their nervous systems in 
a continual state of burning agitation and 
ardor; it is a totally different: thing to 
soothe the fire—to’calm the kindled flame. 
Political evolutions and republican gov- 
ernments are ever most .fruitful in mental 
aberration, so that there will be numberless 
cases Of violent mania from extraordinary 
excitement, ambitious monomania trom 
dreams of tmpossible wealth and glory, and 
hopeless melancholy from disappointed am- 
bition and ruined plans and prospects. The 
history of France is replete with accounts 
of insanity caused by state commotions 
from time to time, and we ought most care- 
fully to consider the advisability of avoid- 
ing any undue excitement while passing 
through the present political crisis.

It is asserted upon 
seme sides that he made a fortune dealing 
in African diamonds, on what is known as 
the I. D, B.— illicit diamond buying—princi- 
ple, and on the cther that when he enter- 
ed the speculative field in Londen he was 
practically penniless. 

Whatever his remote past and pedigree, 
his immediate career is not forbidden to 
curious eyes. About a year ago, when the 
London market was lagging, principally 
because of a perfectly 
of ‘‘yankee rails,’’ there came reports of 
increased yields of gold in the South A/fri- 
can gold fields. Simultaneously with these 
was the announcement of the formation of 
companies to develop new mines, and in 
less than a month trade in ‘‘Kaffirs” be- 
came the most exciting feature of specula- 
tion and the ‘“‘Kaffir circus’ the talk of 
speculators far and wide.

SHRINKAGE OF THE CROP. 


THE COTTON CROP IS PLACED AT 
ONLY 6,000,000 BALES. 


It Is Not Expected That the Entire 
Crop of Texas Will Reach 50 Per 
Cent of the Crop Last Year. 


Commissioner of Agriculture R. T. Nes- 


bitt ‘has received an interesting statement | 


from Commissioner Rose, of Texas. 
Commissioner Rose places the cotton 
crop at 6,000,000 bales and estimates that 
only half a crop will be.gathered in Texas. 
In the letter the farmers of the south 
are advised to hold their cotton just as 
long as it is possible for them to do, as 
the writer believes that a price above ten 
cents will be reached in the early spring. 
The reasons given for this shrinkage of the 
crop in Texas is attributed to the general 
decrease in acreage, the work of the boll 
worm and the effect of leaf worms. In- 
stead of 3,000,000 bales, as in 1894, only about 
half that number is expected this year. 
The following is the statement received 
by Commissioner Nesbitt yesterday: 
“Office of Commissioner of Agriculture, 
Statistics, Etc., Austin, Tex., October 
1895.—On August 3lst last this department 
gave to the press information showing that 
the decrease in the acreage of cotton 
planted this year in Texas justified the be- 
lief that the present crop would be at 
least 27 per cent beiow that of 1894, and 
probably greater. I then entertained the 
opinion that unless a decided change for 
the better in season and conditions should

and a half million (1,30,000) bales and I se- 
riously doubt that it will reach that 
amount. 

“Under this condition I most earnestly 
advise the farmers to market their cotton 
slowly, which, in my judgment, is always 
the safest plan. If, as is reported, the crop 
of 1894 is now exhausted, there is no rea- 
son why this one should not command and 

realize more than ten cents a pound bv 
the tirst day of January next. Nearly all 
of the cotton has already opened and from 
the middle of the state southward will 
soon be all gathered.

‘I'he 
Atlanta banks ran short of the white 
metal and many who wanted to exchange 
currency for silver were turned away from 
the little grated windows of the banks. 

The cotton crop is responsible for the 
shortage of silver in the city, as each 
banker has shipped several thousand dol- 
lars to the banks in the smail towns 
throughout the.state. As the cotton is 
brought into market, the demand for 
silver incredses and every bank orders 
large amounts of it sent to them. It was 
for this reason that the scarcity that 
almost bordered on a famine occurred. 

Silver is just as important in cotton 
markets as is the buyer and broker, and 
the smaller towns where cotton is annually 
made the chief feature of the trade, could 
not do without it. It is essential and is 
always in great demand. The farmers 
want it with which to do their purchas- 
ing and the merchants and banks want it 
because it facilitates the work of making 
change readily. 

Not only did the cotton crop make sil- 
ver scarce in Atlanta last week, but the 
fact that so many new ‘industries have 
sprung up in the city recently figured 
extensively in the shortage. Many strang- 
ers -~have come to Atlanta in the last few 
days, and invariably they brought their 
money with them. The money was in 
currency and when this was deposited, the 
next day they would present their checks 
and ask for silver, as most of their bills 
would naturally be small, and small change 
was necessary for the conduct of their 
business. 

Every banking house in the city ran 
short. 

Every bank in the city is now fully 
supplied with silver. Friday and Satur- 
day large shipments were received and now 
the coumters are covered with the bright, 
shiny ccjn, The American Trust and 
Banking Company has just received a 
shipment of $10,000 fresh from the govern- 
ment mint. Many other banks placed or- 
ders as soon as it was seen that it was 
becoming scarce. ' 

The banks in smaller towns in the state 
are ordering silver almost daily and in- 
sist upon having it, as their customers

The true test of the actual uniform 
circulation of a newspaper is to be found 
in the official certificates of the post- 
masters of the country. No other evi- 
dence can compare with this.

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The Bankers’ Convention. 

The convention of the American Bank- 
ers’ Association will be called to order 
at 10 o’clock today by the president. 
The Constitution, on behalf of Atlanta,

the country and are closely in touch 
with the vital forces that move and ex- 
pand our trade and commerce. For this 
and other reasons Atlanta is glad to 
have them within her gates. 

One of the reasons why we are glad to 
extend the hospitality of the city to the 
members of the bankers’ association is 
that the occasion affords an excellent 
opportunity for these gentlemen who are 
supposed to be entirely familiar with 
all the laws and phenomena of finance, 
to suggest a remedy fur the present sit- 
uation which will resture our lost pros- 
perity, and be as helpful to the people as 
it is profitable to the bankers. 

It will not do for these gentlemen to 
talk vaguely about the “silver craze,” 
or to charge ‘it to ‘“crankism” or 
“heresy,” unless they back up these and 
other epithets with a remedy for the 
present condition of affairs that will 
appeal not only to the judgment of 
statesmen, but to the plain common 
sense of the people. 

The New York Finarcier, which is in 
touch with the banking interests of the 
country, is inclined to complain because 
no New York bank officer has been 
booked for an address. The Financier 
is of the opinion, moreover, that in view 
of the fact that the free coinage advo- 
cates have charged that they have been 
gagged at these conventions, it would 
have been magnanimous to have invited 
one of their number to detiver an ad- 
dress; and it suggests that Mr. William 
P. St. John would have been a proper 
person to speak for free coinage. It is 
true that Mr. St. John is more familia 
with the arguments for and against bi- 
metallism than any financier in this 
country; but we are not inclined to sec- 
ond our contemporary’s complaint. 

A mere academic discussion of the 
money question at the bankers’ conven- 
tion would do no good whatever. What 
is desirable is that these distinguished 
gentlemen who are familiar with the 
details of banking and with the move- 
ments of currency should suggest a 
reasonable remedy for the exciting con- 
dition of affairs. Thus far, most of the 
remedies have been either preposterous 
in their character or impracticable. 

Money was not invented for the bene- 
fit of the banks, but for the convenience 
of the people. With this fact in plain 
view all the time, it seems to us that 
it would be an easy matter for these men 
of experience to formulate a remedy for 
the present dislocation of our currency. 

In looking over the official programme 
of the convention we find that there is a 
report from the committee on the Balti- 
more plan; an address on “sound mon- 
ev:” an address on “The Pending Re- 
form of Our Monetary System,” a “Plan 
for the Creation of a Safe and Elastic 
Currency,” and “An Outline of a Na- 
tional Currency System.” These are all 
int¢éresting and suggestive topics. How 
far they will go in the direction of pro- 


viding a remedy for the present d'sloca- | 


tion it is impossible to judge by the 
titles: but it is to be hoped that at least 
one of the speakers will touch the vital 
defect of our present 
and propose a remedy that will comment 
itself to thdse who, in the end, control 
all legislation—the honest and _ intelli- 
gent voters of the country.

' any definite idea as to what is to take 
its place. What is needed is not a ten- 
| tative plan, but one that will commend 
itself to the experience of business men 
and to the common sense of the people. 

The probability is that no banker now 
living will see the greenback currency 
retired; but that is po reason why prop- 
ositons to retire it should not be made 
provided they are aceompanied by a 
rational plan that will permit the curren- 
cy of the country to keep pace in volume 
with the increasing population and ex- 
panding business of the country. ° 

As matters stand now, the currency of 
the country is constantly contracting. 
The treasury reports of the per capita 
circulation are more misleading even 
than the reports of the condition of the 
treasury. [Every dollar of gold that has 
gone out of the country reduces the vol- 
ume of our current money to that ex- 
tent. Since the repeal of the purchasing 
clause of the Sherman law not a dollar 
has been added to our currency except 
the few thousands of gold that has been 
coined at the mints. 

The result has been disastrous to every 
class except that which deals in money, 
and it will not be long before even the 
money dealers will begin to feel the in- 
fluence of a lack of general prosperity 
among the people. 

We trust, therefore, that before the 
bankers begin to talk about “sound” 
money, or to hurl epithets at those who 
deisre the restoration of silver, thev will 
put forward a plan that will provide the 
people a sufficient volume of money to 
improve business and to insure good 
prices to the producers ef the country. 
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The Senate Silver lien. 

It is the avowed purpose of the sena- 
tors who are in favor of free coinage to 
reorganize the senate in accordance with 
that policy. A very prominent silver 
senator says that there will be a strong— 
and he has no doubt a successfu!l—ef- 
fort made to bring the free coinage men 
of all parties into caucus together for 
the purpose of arranging for the reor- 
ganization of the senate as against the 
goldbugs. 

The same authority says that thereare 
enough free coinage men in the senate 
to accomplish this result with several 
to spare. The Washington Post, which 
chronicles the foregoing information, 
says that hardly anything will prevent 
this but the promise of the eastern re- 
publicans to take their nominee for the 
vice presidency from the silver states. 
Of course he will have to be a dyed-in- 
the-wool free coinage man. 

The free coinage men have a consid- 
erable majority in the senate, and if 
they cannot accomplish any positive 
legislation they ean at least block and 
shelve any bill that has for its purpose 
the perpetuation of the single gold 
standard. 

So far as the house is concerned the 
republicans will be in a very ticklish 
position so far as the silver question Is 
eonecerned. They will have to go on 
record one way or another, unless the 
Reed rules are emploved to stifle the 
matter, and this will not be at all agree- 
able.

The Farmers’ «National Congress 
adopted resolutions yesterday declaring 
emphatically for the free and ‘unlimited 
eoinage of silver at the ratio of 16 to 1, 
foreign bullion to pay a duty which will 


bring it up to the coinage value of do- 


mestic bullion. Not satisfied. with this, 
apparently, the congress further 
strengthened its declaration by a reso- 
lution in favor of a double standard at 
the existing ratio. 

The silver cause was not hard hit by 
the farmers, but on the contrary was 
most heartily indorsed. 

The real action of the congress has 
been grossly misrepresented, not subtly 
but by a rank, bold-faced statement that 
the body did directly opposite. 

The motive of persons who by indirec- 
tion endeavor to hide the truth, believ- 
ing that the facts will never come to 
light, ean be understood. But reckless 
and desperate indeed is he who boldly 
and unblushingly misrepresents the 
truth, conscious that in a few hours at 
most it will be known and that then his 
words will inevitably recoil upon him.

That was the cue to the entire session, 
and the meeting yesterday was the most 
harmonious that the board has ever held 
sinee its reorganization. When the twelve- 
hour matter came up it was dispos2d of as 
Chief Connolly some time ago sugzested 
and the whole meeting was a routine of 
agreeableness. 

Before the board was called to order, 
however, it looked as if there was a decid- 
ed calm-before-the-storm atmvusphere, In 
Chief Connolly’s office were Commissioners 
Brannan and Venable and in the office of 
the board Mayor King and Cummissivuner 
Brotherton were engaged in a subdued con- 
versation. 

Thus it was that Chairman Johnson when 
he walked into the commissioners’ room 
saw that he had a pair of caucuses to draw 
to. Commissioner English was not present 
and did not come in until a great deal of 
the routine business had been disposed of. 

The commissioners have all Kept pace 
with the situation in The Consti®tion, aud 
each member understood that the public 
Was acquainted with the status of affairs 
up to date. There was a bit of jar upon 
one occasion, but that was all. <Atter the 
general experience meeting which occur- 
red over the introduction of the twelve- 
hour resolution by Commissioner Venabie 
it would have required@a daring hurricane 
to have attempted to stir up a breeze in the 
room. 

It is known that one of the commission- 
ers, had not everything been properiy 
smoothed over and all the troubles adjust- 
ed, would have proposed that the entire 
board resign. But this extreme move was 
not made necessary. Chairman Johnson 
declared that Chief Connoly should be 
chief and that if any member of the board 
should attempt to interfere with him he, the 
chairman of the board, would reprimand 
that member in open meeting. And follow- 
ing after Chairman Johnson every member 
spoke for harmony and every member de- 
clared that he had never made any effort to 
interfere nor Would he in the future; that 
it was the wish of every member, as well as 
of The Constitution, that the meetings of 
the board should be harmonious and that 
Chief Connolly should be chief and not a 
mere figurehead. 

Every member agreed that every other 
member had a right to his own views and 
that there should be no more wrangling 
and that any differences of opinions were 
not to be aired to the pubile. From that 
mecting on the members, by their own 
words, intend to be not disputants but a 
body of dignified men working together for 
Atlanta’s welfare and for the protection of 
the lives and the property of citizens and 
visitors and fcr the establishment of a 
pol'ce force under the direct supervision of 
a chief. 

Carrying out this idea, the matter of 
Detective Conway was disposed of in exec- 
utive session. What will be done with Con- 
way is not known. The whole matter has 
been left to Chief Connolly and Chairman 
Johnson. The members of the board secem- 
ed thoroughly satisfied with what was done 
and the move, whatever it may have becn, 
Was one in which the board was unani- 
mcus. 

Where the Love. Feast Began. 

Cormissioner Venable aruse very quietly 
and said he had a resolution he would like 
to read. It wes one which he thought 
would command the attention of the board. 
The resolution was as follows: 

“Re it resolved, That in aecordance with 
the recommendations of the chief of police 


the patrol and officers be required to 
serve twelve hours until January 1, 1896. 


Ordinarily this resolution would have 
dropped into the meeting like several 
pounds of nitro-glycer:ne. It would have 
been hued to the tinge of a scarict tanger 
and would have had an effect several yards 
ghead of the conventional mind disturber— 
the red rag. 

It will be remembered that when Chief 
Connolly and Chairman Johnson disagreed 
as to the wisdom of such a policy there 
Was much discussion of the matter. This 
resolution of Mr. Venable’s was the basis 
of the experience meeting that followed, 
but just before the love feast began there 
Was a lively exchange of words between 
Chairman Johnson and Commissioner Eng- 
lish—the last words of the storm were sharp 
@nd severe, but yuickly over, blown. away 
by the vibrating wings of the flocks of 
White doves that were beginning to hover 
Near, the harbingers of an unbroken peace 
to be, a union indissoluble of the members 
of the heretofore divided board. 

The Letter from Chief Connolly. 

“T have here,” said Chairman Jonzson, 
When the resolution was read, ‘a commu- 
nication from Chief Connolly addressed to 
me. I wish to read it.” :

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RHODES HAS A PLAN 


Editor of the Bankers’ Journal Outlines 
a Financial Scheme.

PRESENTED IT AT BALTIMORE 


Bankers at the Present Session. 
What He Says. 


Mr. Bradford Rhodes, editor cf The 
Bankers’ Journal and The Bankers’ Mayga- 
zine, of New York, arrived in Atlanta yes- 
terday to attend the bankers’ convention. 

Mr. Rhodes is one of the leading finan- 
cial thirkers of the country and is regaru- 
ed as an authority among the bankers. 
At all of the conventions he has been a 
prominent figure. At the Baltimore con- 
vention he presented a financial plan to the 
convention which became famous as the 
Rhodes plan. He will present this plan to 
the convention during the present session. 
He is on the programme for tomorrow. 

Speaking of his plan yesterday, he said: 

“With the revival of business there seems 
to be a disposition averse to interference 
with or changes in the existing paper cur- 
rency of the country, yet the fundamental 
difficulty and change resulting from an un-

successful paper money svstem will be li- 
able to manifest itself in the future when- 
ever financial conditions become unfavor- 
able. 

“There are as many good reasons for sub- 
stituting a well-planned system of bank 
currency for the notes now issued by tue 
government as there ever have been. Muny 
plans for a safe and elastic bank currency 
have been formulated, but none of them 
can be put in operation with much hope 
of success, unless some provision is first 
made for the permanent retirement 
the legal tender and treasury notes. 
plan that had in view the retirement 
wovernment paper and the substitution 
bank notes was proposed by me at the 
convention of the American bankers’ Asso- 
ciation in Baltimore last October. (It was 
referred to in.the public press as the 
Rhodes plan and is pubilshed in full in the 
proceedings of last year’s convention.) 

“The secretary of the treasury adopted 


some of the feautres’ of this plan in his | 


recommendaiion to the last coapress, but 
made the fatal error of mixing the idea of 
using government notes as security for 
bank notes with a scheme of issues by 
state banks, and Mr. Carlisle’s suggestions 
were rejected by congress. 

“The Baltimore -piaa for a bank currency, 
while no doubt giving in practice ample se- 
curity for the notes, does nut appeur to 
those who have been accustomed to a bauk 
note circulation based on bonds to give the 
governinent that control over the notes 
which would recommend the plan to con- 
gress. The bunds deposited by the nation- 
al banks to secure their circulation ure 
prima facie under immediate control in 
case of the failure of a wank, but the 
Baltimore plan leaves the whole security 
for the notes it provides tor under the 
control of the bat:k itself. 

“The amended pian which I now suggest 
differs from either of the foregoing, id tnat 
it places the entire function of the issue of 
bank paper in the hands of a single in-

“My. susgestion is that a bank be venartc 
ed by congress to have its principal office 
say in New York City, with branuckes in 
every state and chief city. This institution, 
to have the capital of say $20,0v0,000, which 
should be invested in United States 
bonds to be deposited with the 
treasurer of the United States at 
Washireton.

at all the money centers, and at promi- 
nent points in all the states so that loans 
of notes on commercial paper could always 
be readily procurable. 

“The separation of the issues of notes 
from other parts of the banking business 
would be complete and the banks could 
always procure cash with which to meet 
their deposits in case a run should be made 
upon them. The bank~of issue itself would 
always be in a safe position, because of 
its ample reserves, and the solvent char- 
acter of the security held for all its lia- 
bilities. It would be perfectly easy for 
the bank of issue to require satistactory 
statements of all banks seeking its notes. 
if there were too great a tendency to sp€c- 
ulation the bank could check it by raising 
the interest rate. The profits would be 
ample at one per cent. If there were any 
tendency to excessive profit the govern- 
ment could control such a tendency by 
judicious taxation. 

“Such a bank could retire the outstand- 
ing government paper without pressure on 
the treasury. It could prevent panics more 
effectually, though on the same principle, 
as is now done by the clearing house asso- 
ciations. 

“Such a scheme will no doubt be called 
a monopoly, but it will monopolize a priv- 
ilege that is of no benefit, either to the 
government or the banks. With a well 
managed institution of this kind regula- 
ting the paper issues of the country, a panic 
like that of 1893 would be impossible. Af- 
ter a short experience with bank issues 
of this description, it is difficult to con- 
ceive how the public mind could ever so 
distrust the ability of the banks to pay 
currency on demand as to make any gen- 
eral run on them. Of course there will 
always occur sporadic cases of bank fail- 
ure,; but these cases could not become 
epidemic. 

“The elasticity of this system would be 
its prominent feature. The amount of its 
issues above the minimum required when 
business was most depressed would be reg- 
ulated entirely by public demand, mani- 
fested through the banks. The notes 
would be issued to give circulation to 
the country’s commercial paper and would 
be retired with the payment of that 
paper. The fluctuations of genuine busi- 
ness are indicated most exactly by the 
increase or decrease of bona fide commer- 
cial paper, and a circulation based on 
commercial, paper must always be in touch 
with the real wants of the public.

a misunderstanding the welcome which 
they deserve would have been accorded 
them. 

Mr. E. T. Cooper, chairman of the ex- 
ecutive committee, and who is in charge 
of the present association, was in Atlan- 
ta several weeks ago making arrangements 
for his party. It was understood by Mr. W. 
G. Cooper, chief of publicity and promo- 
tion, that this association would be here 
with the National Editorial Association, 
which met in Atlanta the 24th of this 
month. This accounts for the silent en- 
trance of the peninsular editors into At- 
lanta. 

Nearly the entire membership of the 
association are in attendence. And now 
that they are here they will be. extend- 
ed every courtesy and shown Atlanta and 
the interesting points of our city. Mr. E. T. 
Cooper, who is in charge of the party, was 
seen last night at the hotel and asked 
about his trip. 

“We had a pleasant trip from our states 
to Atlanta and were honored at many of 
the cities on the route,’’ he. said. “it is 
probably the most enjoyable the associa- 
tion has ever had. At Washington, where 
we spent Friday night, we were. met by 
many prominent citizens and shown sev- 
eral of their interesting points. This was, 
of course, highly appreciated and unlook- 
ed for.

The Veteran Editor Has Spent Fifty 
iat Years in Journalism. 


THE YOWANS LEFT LAST NIGHT FOR HOME , 


At a Business Meeting the Old Officers | 
: The address was received with applause 


Were Re-Elected and the Exposi- 
tion Company Thanked. 


The Iowa Press Association, after a two 

days’ stay in, Atlanta, returned home last 
night on the special train that has been 
sidetracked since the arrival of the edi- 
tors. 
The members of the Iowa press have 
thoroughly enjoyed themselves during 
their stay in the city and will carry back 
with them a pleasant story of their trip 
to the south and the exposition. 

Yesterday the association met in the 
auditorium and was addressed by Colonel 
Alex K. McClure, the veteran editor of 
The Philadelphia Times. The meeting Was 
largely attended and were highly pleased 
with what Colonel McClure szid. 

At 122 o’clock Colonel W. A. Hemphill 
stepped to the platform and welcomed the 
editors from the far distant state of Iowa. 
Colonel Hemphill said it afforded him a 
peculiar pleasure to bid them welcome, 
for though many miles lay between Geor- 
gia and Iowa, yet Iowa was the state from 
which Georgia obtained her hog and homi- 
ny, and he was sure that this fact, did 
no ties of friendship bind them closer, 
was sufficient to cause every Georgian to 
love the state that furnished them meat. 
It was not his purpose, however, said the 
speaker, to make an address. He had been 
commissioned to perform, if possible, even 
a more pleasant duty. He was present ror 
another purpose, and when he had intro- 
duced one of the greatest newspaper men 
in the country his agreeable task would 
be finished. In glowing words he referred 
to Colonel McClure as a newspaper man 


who had succeeded in publishing a perfect 


paper. 

As Colonel McClure arose he was greet- 
ed with prolonged applause and was given 
an ovation. Every one in the auditomum 
knew the distinguished editor by reputa- 
tion and they all loved and admired him 
for his manliness in the cause of right 
and liberty, which he has always. so 
strongly championed through the columns 
of his paper. Further titan this he was a 
citizen of lowa many years ago and there 
was a kindred feeling that existed between 
speaker and hearer. Therefore the recep- 
tion to Colonel McClure was of the kind- 
liest and warmest nature. : 

Address of Colonel saucv.ure. 

When Colonel McClure had bowed his ac- 
knowledgments of the applause, he be- 
gan talking to his audience as though 
there was but one present in the house. 
It was a plain, practical conversation he 
held with the members of the association 
interspersed with sound advice as a father 
would give his child. 

“Many years ago,”’ said Colonel McClure, 
“at the time when I suppose most vf yo 
were little children, I was a citizen of 
the state of Iowa, which was ‘then entirely 
out of the reach of civilization and was 
far removed from railroads and markets. 
But at the time of which I am speaking, 
I cast a vote for the constitution of the 
stata, which was unanimously adosted. 
That was many years ago and since then 
we all have grown. Iowa was called a 
western state, now it is in the center of 
the union. It was in a land at that time 
almost out of the reach of civilization, 
now it dis numbered among the progressive 
states of the union. There was not then a 
single state west of the Rocky mountains 
and all that vast country called the west 
was unknown to us and was inhabited by 
the Indians. The Mexican war was begin- 
ning and the west portion of the country 
had not been explored. But today you have 
an unbroken line of commonwealth from 
the Atlantic to the Pacific, and your state, 
which was then the boundary of civiifza- 
tion, is now the center and heart of this 


land. 
The Pluck of the West. 

“In every movement your state has kept 
abreast of the times, and esnecially so in 
regard to journalism. In this great field, 
thc »egt has certainly done its part add 
we have learned many valuable lessons 
from your people. We eastern people do 
not like to acknowledge that we are being 
taught by a newer race, but such is the 
fact. Were it not for the dash of western 
journalism, we would never have received 
that inspiration which has quickened us 
to greater efforts in that field in the east. 
The reason you have been so successful 
in journalism is because the best men from 
the east were the pioneers of the west, 
the men of brains ahd brawn who left 
their eastern homes, wended their way 
Westward and made the nucleus of the 
great foundation of your empire. 

“But we are all learning lessons from 
others. In the field of journalism many 


lessons are taught. If I live through the— 


year I will have rounded out a half cen- 
tury as a newspaper man. At the age of 
nineteen I founded a paper, and through 


LAFAYETTE YOUNG, 
President Iowa Press Association. 


Many years of vicissitude I have worked 
my way. When the first number of my 
paper was issued from the press, the name 
A. K. McClure leoked mighty lonesome 
at the head of the editorial column. It 
has been thirty years since I took a look 
at that number of the paper and I never 
Shall again. But every day I have learned 
Something new. I have also learned each 
day how little I did know. It is a field of 
advancement and training ahd is the great- 
€st profession on earth. 
The Editor Is Greatest of All. 

“Though the profession of journalism is 
Not appreciated by the masses, the man 
Who conducts his journal as it should be 
conducted occupies the highest civil trust. 
This is strong language but I pyre 
every word I say. The man who runs his 
Paper as it should be run is the éducator 
of his race and holds a position of trust 
that cannot be equaled in any other 
eA Oe is the one 


that is ceaseless and that goes into every, 
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tle. It goes everywhere and is a 
potent factor in making men better sage 
making them worse. The man who holds 
an important position on the staff of a 
great mewspaper holds the highest civil 
trust that can be obtained’in all this land. 
I make no exceptions.” 

Colonel McClure then said that the man 
who controlled a newspaper must be the 
master and not the servant. He should 
discharge fis duty conscientiously and con- 
duct himself rightly. He should not seck 
political honors or accept them, for so 
soon as this is done, he becomes the ser- 
vant and the mastership passes away. 
Colonel McClure said that the free press 
was not Known in any land except our own 
and that there was no land on the conti- 
ment in which these words 
spoken. 


and Colonel McClure made one of the hap- 
Piest efforts of his I'*e. It was not like a 
speech. There was nothing studied about 
it. Every one felt as though the venerable 
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man was talking directly to him. It was 
like a parent advising his children and 
reasoning with them and bidting them to 
place their ideals high and not be satisfied 
with anything short of journalism on the 
highest plane. 

President Young Replies. 

President Young, of the lowa Press Asso- 
ciation, replied to the address of welcome 
made by Colonel Hemphill and the warm 
words of friendship of Colonel McClure. 

“I am not here to make a speech,” said 
President Young. “I came to hear the 
words of Colonel McClure and in behalf of 
the association thank him for what he has 
told us, 

Turning to Colonel McClure he continued: 

“Sir, I sincerely wish and trust that you 
may be permitted to live until next year 
and complete the fifty years of service you 
will have filled in the great field of journal- 
ism. Your paper has been a success from 
the first issue, and it is due to your great 
work alone. 

“To the distinguished vice president of 
‘this great expositioh, Colonel W. A. Hemp- 
hill,I desire to say for myself and the associ- 
ation that we have been treated in a most 
loyal and royal manner. We have been 
shown every courtesy, and I do hope that 
railroad rates may be so adjusted as to 
permit every citizen of Iowa to come to the 
exposition. Your courtesy and kind atten- 
tion has been noted and will be noted again 
when we return at the head of the column 
next to reading matter, and I hope tnat our 
columns, in the words of the advertising 
manager, May prove so profitable that you 
will see fit to continue business relations 
with us. 

“We have a great state about one: thou- 
sand miles from here, and though so far 
separated, we have found that the ties of 
friendship have bridged the chasm. I hope 
for the exposition and the men whe have 
piaoced their money in the enterprise all the 
success that is possible. I want your cash 
to come on the right side when the show is 
over. It is a mystery to me where the gen- 
tlemen at the head of the movement found 
so much money with which to launch the 
exposition. I am heartily giad that the 
money was obtained and placed in the ex- 
position, for were it otherwise, we would 
have missed the most enjoyable trip of our 
lives. 

“The sound of the woodman’s ax has long 
since ceased to be heard upon the trackless 
waste of the west. There is now no west. 
The west has disappeared and lies in the 
Pacific ocean. It is all central now and the 
hand of civilization has wrought many 
changes in the last few years. Journalism 
has taken rapid strides and is now just as 
good in Iowa as in any part of the land. 
The editor is the’one man in every com- 
munity who is supreme. He should, there- 
fore, be a man in every sense of the word. 
He is the one person whose advice is 
sought and whose counsel is followed. He 
is the custodian of the city’s future and the 
directory for the information of strangers. 

“T tell you, journalism is the greatest 
profession on earth. It is not a profession 
in which fortunes are made, but it is the 
field wherein lie the opportunities for 
benefiting our race and elevating all man- 
kind. Iam giad that we editors are not 
working for sordid gold. Men whose lives 
run in this channel are dwarfed. No so 
with the newspaper man. He receives 5v 
per cent on the dollar in cash and the re- 
maining 50 per cent in the consciousness 
of knowing he has helped some one to be 
better and has lifted some life to a higher 
plane of usefulness. We are paid with 
the thanks of the public. I am glad that 
it is not a race for wealth in which we 
have entered, but our course lies where 
opportunity, golden in harvest, reaches 
out her arm and accepts our deeds of char- 
ity and love. 

“But 1 have said enough. We will now 
all adjourn to the exposition.” 

As the audience started to leave at the 
econciusion of the address of President 
Young, Colonel Hemphill arose and mo- 
tioned for it to sit down. 

“Your president says he hopes our cash 
will come out on the right side. I don’t 
know about that and in fact 1 do not care, 
for the exposition has welded ties of friend- 
ship that ar® more valuable than,gold. If 
nothing else has been accomplished oy the 
exposition except the making of friends 
then its mission has been filled.

THEY CONVENE AT THE CAPITOL 


And the Indications Point to a Large 
Attendance. 


STATE COMMISSIONER GLENN TALKS 


A Proposition To Bring the Schoo] 
Teathers of the Sté#te to the 
Exposition.

The county school commissioners of 
Georgia will meet in convention at the 


capitol today. 

Their session will in all probability be 
productive of much good to the public 
school system of the state, for they have 
been summoned by State School Commis- 
sioner Glenn to consider matters of im- 
portance bearing on the work that has 
been intrusted to them. 

There will be before the legislature, soon 
to convene, several propositions to make 
changes in the school laws. As they new 
stand, while the system is better than it 
has been, still there is no question that 
there is room for improvement, and the 
state school «commissioners thought that 
the best way to get at the necessities was 
to summon the county commissioners to- 
gether for a general discussion on the 
different points about which there has 
been discussion, and some of which at 
least suggest needed reforms. 

The State School Commissioner Talks. 

“From the information I have” sald 
State School Commissioner Glenn, “the 
indications are that there will be a large 
attendence. As you know there is one 
commissioner from each county—that is 
137 in all. Some of these will not be 
able to be present on account of illness 
or their business, but almost all of them 
will come and all seem to be enthusiastie 
over the objects of the meeting, for 
they see the need of improvement in the 
school system and want to do their part 
in bringing about such improvement. 

“The programme which has been pre 
pared,” continued Professor Glen, ‘‘touches 
upon a number of matters specially im- 
portant to the school system, but in addi- 
tion to those subjects that have been an- 
nounced there will be discussed two ques- 
tions which I regard of very great impor- 
tance. One of these is the proposition to 
bring to the exposition all’ of the school 
children of the state. I say all, of course 
I mean as many as possible, the great ma- 
jority, I hope. My idea has been that 
we ought to be able to make arrange- 
ments with the railroads for specia rates 
and I know that the exposition people will 
extend to the children of the country the 
same courtesy in the matter of rates which 
they have extended to the children of the 
city of Atlanta. My plan is to have the 
children come at such times as each 
county school commissioner may determine, 
and that they shall come with the commis- 
sioner and with their teachers. Of course 
the result will be that in addition to the 
school children a large number of their 
parents and other people will come on 
the same day. I believe the plan is 
thoroughly practicable and I Know that 
it would be of great benefit to the children. 
It is the only opportunity: of their lives 
to secure a liberal education in condensed 
form. Just think of what vast education- 
al value that magnificent exposition would 
be to the thousands and thousands of chil- 
dren of Georgia who have never yet been 
able to get away from their homes, lL 
have marveled at the extent of the expo- 
sition. From an educational standpoint it 
is beyond description. 1 wish that every 
child, not only in Georgia, but in the en- 
tire south, had the opportunity to come 
to Atlanta and spend some time in the 
exposition grounds. 

Extension of the Local Systems. . 

“The other question which Y refer to is 
cne which promises lasting benefit to Geor- 
gia. I think it is most apprupriate that 
we should agitate it and bring it about 
immediately following this magnificent ex- 
position which is attracting the attention 
of the world. I refer to the perfection of 
our school system by providing a local 
tax in each county to supplement thc 
present appropriation and thus double the 
school funds. If we are able to say to tle 
people of this country that here in Georgia 
we are giving common ghool educations 
to every child in the stacé and that the 
state is going forward to perfectica.ia its 
common school system, the result will be 
a great influx of the right sort of imnii- 
grants. The first thing a man with a 
family wants to know when he figures on 
cgming to a place to settle is—what are 
the schwol facilities. The result of* this 
system of county taxation are shown 
most tragnificently by the work of the 
Bibb county system. It is shown that 
while in many counties the value of rural 
preperty has decreased that in Bibb, 
where there is what we call a splendid 
local system, has steadily incr2ased. Some 
time ago, as you will rememter, I elabo- 
rated this idee in an interview with The

to take a vote after my s;ech. There has 
been but one man in ~mv8e seventy coun- 
ties who has taken the other side and he 
sail that he was not ugainst the system 
propcsed but that he had some other 
idcas that he wanted to advocate which 
he believed were better. I have just come 
from Irwin county, and down there l 
found the sentiment in favor of the local 
tax very strong. There I was able tu call 
the attention of the Georgia farmers to the 
fact that immigrants who had come to 
become members of Governor Northen’s 
colony in that and Wilcox counties were 
men who had had a publi: school educa- 
tion and whose children had enjoyed the 
saime blessing; and the first thing they did 
aiter they got their bearings was to build 
a schoolhouse. I was able, by the way, to 
see a good deal of that colony and I ‘all 
you these men are the men that we want in 
Georgia. They are good citizens. 
The Local System in Brief. 

“Of course you Know whut I mean by 
the local system. My idea is that each 
county should be made an educational unit, 
as it were; that each county should raise 
by direct taxation an amount equal to that 
which it receives from the states school 
fund . The money would nct be sent on 
to Atlanta, but would remain in the county 
where the tax was levied. When the peo- 
ple are directly taxed for the support of 
their schools they feel a much gzgreatcr 
personal interest in them and every inan 
takes prid2 in them. Now what I wuuld 
like to see, coming right after this eaposi- 
tion or coincident with it, is the legislature 
of Georgia saying that we are guing to 
double our school facilities and that every- 
body will hove an opportunity of an edu- 
cation who desires it. The result would not 
enly be most valuable to the coming geuer- 
ation of Georgia, but would be the best 
advortisement the state could possibly re- 
ceive.”’

Some Penitentiary Recommendations. 

Judge Turner, principal keeper of the 
penitentiary, has completed his annual re- 
port and makes a number of recommenda- 
tions bearing upon the necessity for an im- 
provement in the treatment of youthful 
prisoners. He recommends that the gov- 
ernor shall order that the youthful convicts 
be separated from the older cnes. He says 
that there are now in the convict camp 
763 convicts under the age of twenty-one; 
155 of these are under seventeen years of 
age. A large per cent of them have been 
in the penitentiary. before, which shows 
that instead of having the reformatory in- 
fluence which the penitentiary should have 
the result of putting the youthful criminals 
with the old and hardened cnes is to make 
criminals of them. The necessity for a re- 
formatory is pointed out, but the judge 
thinks that even if no reformatorv is es- 
tablished the lessees can be made to heep 
the youths separate from the others. He 
also thinks the legislature should make 
an appropriation to secure the service of 
some teacher whose duties shall be to in- 
struct |the youthful convicts mentally as 
well as morally when the day’s work is 
over.

Daniel O’Dell & Co.’s Cotton Letter. 


New York, October 14.—There was an 
advance of 3-64d in Liverpool today, which 
had hardly been looked for on this side, and 
the close was very steady with spot sales 
10,000 bales at unchanged prices. The small 
sales are accounted tor by the statement 
that the mills on the other side are buying 
futures instead of spot cotton. Our mar- 
ket opened up to 9.13 for January, advanc- 
ed to 9.16, declined to 9.09 and then slowly 
strengthenéd to 9.16, which was the closing 
and highest price of the day as well as the 
highest yet reached for the crop. The trade 
was quiet and transactions of the day were 
271,700 bales. The net advance was about 
14 points. Receipts continue large, while re- 
ports as to the probable crop grow more 
bullish from day to day, particularly as 
regards Texas, whose yield is now generally 
estimated at something below 2,000,000 bales 
and all the way down to 1,600,000. This ex- 
tremely small crop from that state, it is 
said, will very soon become apparent by a 
rapid falling off in the crop movement. 
Port receipts today were 59,000 against 80,- 
000 last year, the larger part of the differ- 
ence being accounted for by Galveston 
alone, which received only 14,000, against 
28,000 a year ago. New Orleans for tomor- 
row is estimated at 23,000 to 26,000 against 
20,000 last year. Business continues to im- 
prove, not in a way that mjght be termed 
a boom, but steadily and surely. The 
world’s production of gold is also increas- 
ing, and it is estimated that it will be much 
larger this year than for many years past, 
as was shown by the figures published in 
our letter of the 9th instant, and taking 
everything together, general trade is un- 
doubtedly on a rising tide. However, all 
these things will be discounted, and, like 
pig iron, many commodities will be push- 
ed upward higher than the market will 
stand, when a drop will follow temporarily 
at least. There never was a better illustra- 
tion of that fact than the present cotton 


market has shown and it is a question, 


whether, when the day of light receipts 
comes everything may have been discount- 
ed in price, and instead of the market ris- 
ing on light receipts it may be the signal 
for breaking it. Such a state of affairs fre- 
quently occurs in a speculative market and 
close observers and shrewd speculators 
take advantage of it by frequently selling 
on good news or bull news, and buying on 
bear news. In view of. the possibility of 
such a condition in the cotton market in 
the near future, it may be a question 
whether our suggestion to sell on a sharp 
rise and buy only on material declines may

THE CHICAGO MARKET. 


An Easy Feeling but an Insignificant 
Decline in Wheat. 

Chicaga, October 14.—There was a peg in 
wheat today. It may have been inserted 
intenwionally and it may have becn the 
natural undertone of the market that 
checked December wheat around 60c, but 
it was patent to everybody that when the 
quotation was reached one or the other of 
the big. commercial houses. appeared to 


spring wheat was larger than ever, as 
shown in the table below, and The North- 
western Miller reported a material decrease 
in the demand for flour, both for export 
and for shipment to the east. The advance 
in lake freights, while it tends to strength- 
en prices at the seaboard, where stocks are 
very light, is not a favorable factor in the 
general situation, for, temporarily at least, 
it is an additional impediment in the way 
of purchases being made in the northwest, 
where the trade needs all the ‘help it can 
get to take care of the current receipts. 

The best posted authorities say that there 
is no immediate prospect of a decrease in 
these receipts. If this is correct, and there 
certainly seems to be no good’ reason to 
doubt it, in view of the well known propor- 
tion of the spring wheat crop, the accu- 
mulation of stocks in the northwest after 
the close of navigation is likely to be very 
depressing in thosé markets. The bureau 
report indicating a crop of about 424,000,000 
bushels was not encouraging, inasmuch’ as 
it shows the same tendency to increase es- 
timates that was seen in the fall of i894. 
The October report last year indicated a 
crop of about 432,000,000 bushels, which was 
increaséd to 460,000,000 bushels by the final 
report. -The statistical position based on 
this estimate of the crop and the visible 
supply figures is certainly very strong and 
the report probably does not do justice to 
the spring wheat crop. It may be that the 
situation will develop in such a way that 
higher prices will be warranted later in 
the season, but it has been demonstrated 
time and again that such statistics are an 
unsound basis for speculation, because their 
accuracy is so uncertain. After the crops 
have been made facts concerning the im- 
mediate supply and demand situation are of 
the most importance in directing specula- 
tive operations. 

At present .the drought in the winter 
wheat belt has more or less influence on 
sentiment. The unequal distribution of the 
visible supply is a confusing factor in the 
situation, but while the receipts at primary 
markets are in the aggregate so liberal and 
European buyers so cautious, there is little 
in this feature to bring about a general 
advance in prices, though it will tend to 
keep the winter wheat markets relatively 
higher that the spring wheat markets. The 
main facts in the situation last week, aside 
from the above, were the enormous receipts 
of spring wheat, a falling off in the demand 
for flour and indifferent European cables. 
The market at the close of the week still 
appears to be somewhat oversold, which 
gives the speculative’ situation some 
strength; but while the above conditions 
prevail nothing more than temporary rallies 
seem probable. The-following table shows 
the receipts at nine primary markets last 
week, the previous week and one year ago:

Shipments from 
eastern Europe were heavy and if the ac. 
cumulation of stocks is any criterion Rus- 
sia has begun another season of large ex- 
ports. Stocks in sight at the ports in that 
country on October Ist were double what 
they were on September ist, and nearly 
double the stocks on October 1, 1894. Ex- 
cept for the report of ‘injury by locusts 
some time ago, accounts have been very 
favorable concerning the Argentine crop. 
European buyers are evidently not at all 
alarmed at present about the question of 
supplies for the coming season. 

Corn and oats were dull and heavy. The 
favorable government report, large re- 
ceipts of oats and fine, cool weather were 
the depressing factors. The new corn crop

It is still too early to make anything like

4 will be at least 2,000,000 bales less than 
fast year. That means that there “will be, 
in round numbers, half a million tons less 
cot to be handled this year, and conse- 
‘quently there must be a_ considerable 

ge in railway earnings from this 
ular source of revenues. 

Another aspect of the situation bearing 
4 the general prosperity of the south is 
de unfavorable. At present prices, which 


pool was decidedly higher today on a re- 
port that Neill is about to issue a new crop 
estimate of 6,250,000 to 6,500,000 bales. Our 
market responded with spirit to the Liver- 
pool advance. January opened at 9.14, and 
after reacting to 9.06, became strong in the 
afternoon and closed at 9.16 bid, with the 
tone firm.

Of New England stock, birth and educa- 
tion she was for years an honored teacher 
in the Boston public schools, afterwards in 
@ ladies’ schvol of high grade in Hartford, 
Conn., and still later the lady principal of 
one of the uptown boarding schools of New 
York city. 

After this came years of travel in her own 
country and abroad. Three times she has 
visited the old world, going twice through 
the holy land, Egypt, and other lands not 
senerally familiar to the modern traveler. 


With an observing eye, that takes in at a || 


glance much that the less richly endowed 
tuurist passes by, and with rare gifts of 
expression and representation, it is not to 
be wondered at that her letters during these 
travels met grateful acknowledgment 
from the editors and readers of a number 
of our large daily and weekly papers.

New:y bapt.zed 
with sorrow, that which she learned in suf- 
lering she taught in S0nLg, and gives us 
in the dainty iiitlh volume of peuems en- 
titled “‘ldeiweiss,” glimpses of a heart sin- 
gularly pure and tender and even in its 
puin, fuli of faith that looks continually to 
the unseen and eternal. 

in presence she 1s large, commanding and 
full of magnetic intiuence. ‘The face is 
that of a brunette of fine, clear type, with 
Gark, Speakiug eyes, sensitive and mobiie 
mouth and an inviting and Zracious ex- 
bression upon the whoie countenance. Her 
manner has the quietness of strength with- 
out any of its seif-consciousness. With an 
exquisite taste in the detaiis of dress and 
toilet, her “outward presentment” is of 
thal symmetrical sort which bespeaks the 
finely wrought and wisely planned nature 
Within. She is still young and with her best 
years in the tuture. Sne-has great tatt 
of speech and courtesy, and is unusually 
fitted to exert a strong and beneiicent in- 
fluence upon those about her. It is this 
quality which has made her so successfui 
in her relations as a teacher of young girls 
and renders her so desired and desirable an 
acquisition to schoois of hignest grade and 
character. But her tastes incline her more 
strongly to a life of letters anu she has re- 
centiy resigned the honorabie position of 
proiessor of Engish literature and rhetor- 
ic in Packer institute, brookiyn, to give 
herself wholly to literary work—a field in 
which. she is exceptionally successful. 


Mrs. Isabella Charles Davis, of the King’s 
Daughters was one of the “original circle.’’ 
Since 1889 ghe has held the othce of cor- 
responding secretary oi the orcer, and by 
appointment of the council Mrs. Vavis is 
aiso business manager, an office, in so rap- 
idly growing and complex an organization, 
requiring no little ability and tact, knowl- 
edge of human nature and acquaintance 
with practical methods for bringimy results 
to pass. To a marked degree Mrs. Davis, 
as corresponding secretary, shows the true 
letter-writer’s gift. This happy faculty is 
in constant exercise in @ work like that of 
the order, and words of counsel, of warn- 
ing, of tender sympathy, of helpful in- 
struction, go flowing to the ends of the 
earth, not only from lips and pen, but real- 
ly from the heart of the writer—a heart 
big enough and kind enough to feel and to 
try to help and soothe the suffering of the 
world. 

Yet, strong as Mrs. Davis is in the every- 
day, common sense that touches with an 
energetic hand the least and the greatest 
of business affairs; strong as she is in the 
sympathetic communion with other minds, 
as shown in correspondence, this is a three- 
fold nature, and has its trinity of gifts. it 
is rare that one sees in combination both 
the practical and the imaginatve; both the 
inward and deep feeling and the power of 
outward expression possessed by this nat- 
ural leader of souls.

Young, rich, charming, 
when she left school the world presented to 
her the same temptation to drink of its 
cup of frivolities that has prevailed in 
drowning the energies of countless hosts of 
brilliant women. But fortunately she had 
been trained by a mother who understood 
that definite purpose in life is the individ- 
ual’s salvaticn. 

Rachel Foster’s aim was early chosen. 
While yet a girl she decided ‘‘to throw her 
efforts in the scale in behalf of her sex in 
the struggle to win equality of opportunity 
and of rights between men and wonien,”’ 
as she puts it. 

With a mind well trained by use of fine 
educational facilities, with experience en- 
larged by extensive travel in her own coun- 
try and throughout Europe, familiar with 
several languages and in active correspon- 
dence with leading women in philanthro- 
py, education and reform in every portion 
of christendom, Rache) Foster Avery is 
peculiarly well equipped for the field she 
has chosen. While the lion’s share of 
her energies are devoted to the work of 
securing the political emancipation of wo- 
men, she by no means confines her ‘“en- 
thusiasm of humanity’? to that one chan- 
nel, but contributes both time and fortune 
to all reforms that commend themselves to 
her judgment. ‘Having fhe rare good for- 
tune to possess in her husband a comrade 
and friend who not only theoretically be- 
lieves in, but practically respects the right

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Mr. Harmon’s Idea of Politeness. 
From The New York World. 

In the singular pronunciamento which At- 
torney General Harmon has issued on in- 
ternational courtesy the country is infortn- 
ed that ‘‘while there is no law to prevent 
American citizens from speaking their sen- 
timents on any subject,’’ yet in the opinion 
of the attorney general active manifesta- 
tion of sympathy for Cuba ‘‘would be dis- 
courteous in the highest degree to a friend- 
ly power.”’ 

If Mr. Harmon will examine more care- 
fully into the precedents of international 
courtesy he will see that technically Spain 
was not necessarily d@iscourteous to the 
United States when she almost precipitately 
recognized the belligerency of the southern 
confedéracy. He will bé able to infer from 
this that no rule of international law or 
comity requires the American government 
or any American citizen to stultify Amer- 
ican traditions of “sympathy for the op- 
pressed of all nations,.’’ 

We have an extradition treaty with 
Russia. If Mr. Harmon will examine it 
he will see that it is the most remarka- 
ble bargain ever made by a free country 
with an absolute despotism. He may be 
able to see that according to the inter- 
pretation he puts on the extradition treaty 
with Spain al! patriotic Americans are 
bound to refrain from expressing _ their 
abhorrence of the knout and the mines of 
Siberia as the czar uses them to enforce 
his power over a helpless people. 

Fortunately it is true, as Mr. Harmon 
says, that there is no law to prevent Amer- 
icans ‘from speaking out against the op- 
pression of the weak, the abuse of power, 
the spoliation of the helpless, the manifold 
wrongs which-when taken in their entirety 
constitute the results’ of despotism wher- 
ever it is found. [In spite of official advice 
Americans may still speak publicly for an 
increase of freedom and a@ greater measure 
of self-government. There is no law 
against this, or perhaps Mr. Harmon might 
conclude that courtesy to Spain would re- 
quire him’ to expend in enforcing it the 
energy he now dissipates in letter writing.
